An accident to 
the plane cansed It to land and tha 
serum was earrici tha rest of tha way 
by train, the six of the seven victims 
of the poison had died before It 
reached them. The seventh respoa^ 
ed proiaptly to the treatment. 

The can firom New York tor tha aai^ 
um was the second Dr. Graham had 
received, the first being from Detroit, 
where It was used successfully. 

Di;, . Qrajtifip discovered tha eeram 
in hill fxperlments In animal pathol« 
ogy. The Fcruni was first used by 
Professor H. I». Rusk and Professor 
H. S. Grindley, both of the animal 
husbandry department of the Unlyer- 
sity at OtUwa, III. Its use to save 
the lives of human beings poisoned 
by tainted food is a recent develop- 
ment, but as In the case of the New 
York child, and at Detroit, its efficacy 
is proved.
